The local tax rate last year, 
including the county, school and 
city figures. was $7.20. In addi- 
tion to the reduced county tax 
rate is the reduction in assessed 
valuation. 

New Tax Plan Aids 

One of the biggest factors, 
making possible the lower rate 
is the change in the state tux 
plan, whereby the state govern- 
ment is given the burden of pro- 
viding funds for the educational 
system, This change was auth- 
orized by the state’s voters at 
the June election in the Stewart- 
Riley tax plan. 

Another factor in the reduction 
of the county tax rate is the 
economy “program launched by 
the supervisors. A comparison 
of the county operating budget 
for 1933-34 with 1932-33 budget 
reveals a determined effort to 
reduce the governmental burden. 


A fund for road construction, 
which in 1932-33 was $82,303 
has been eliminated in the new 
budget. The salary fund has 
been reduced from $629,465 to 
$601,257 and the general operat- 
ing fund for the county in 1932- 
338 was $802.327 and in 1933-34 
js fixed at $681,274. 

In the budget a year ago were 
elementary school fund of $612,- 
556 and high school fund of 
$861,118, which are not in the 
1983-84 budget due to the state 
being given the obligation to pro- 
vide this money.
